The weight of his 
years and the weight of his tasks 
are upon him, and he is writing 
this church, expressing, as only 
Paul knew how to express, his ap- 
preciative regard for their thought- 
ful remembrance of him through 
the years. 


If you have read Livingstone’s 
tribute to Jesus, you will remem- 
ber that he crowns it by saying: 
“Jesus of Nazareth was the finest 
gentleman that ever lived.” And 
I think David Livingstone would 
have rated this man Paul as a very 
high type of gentleman also. Here 
Paul was dictating to the Philip- 
pian Christians sentiments, .-as 
beautiful as poetry, expressing 
his appreciation of their thought- 
fulness for him and their ministry 
to him, in the day of his lonelinéss 
and confinement and trial. 


He did not wish them to mis- 
understand him. He said: ‘You 
will understand that I*am not de- 
pendent on this.

In other words, Paul was saying 
that he who ministers to Christ’s 
preacher will share in the reward 
that comes to that preacher’s 
work. He was saying that Jesus 
had said: “He--that-*receiveth a 
prophet in the name of a prophet 
shall receive a prophet’s reward.” 
Paul was making ‘the “point that 
the little, modest Christian, can 
still be the partner of'°Christ’s 
prophet, as these Philippian Chris- 
tians had been with him. Paul re- 
joiced for their ‘sakes;“as well as 
for the sweetness of the pleasure 
that it brought him, that they had 
helped him. But then he goes on 
to declare a great thing when he 
says: “I am not at all dependent 
on this. Beautiful as are your mes- 
sages and your love tokens and

examination. In each of 
them we shall discern without dif- 
ficulty the wisdom of the Creator. 

The whale family includes not 
only the animals commonly desig- 
but also the 
grampus, porpoise, dolphin, ete. 
Thev are remarkable creatures. 
Like fish they live in the water, 
but all their internal parts resem- 
ble those of land animals. They 
have lungs, liver, spleen, bladder 
and a heart with partitions, pump- 
ing red blood throughout their 
bodies. They breathe air, and are 
vViviparous—that is, they bring 
forth living young like other mam- 
mals, and suckle their young. 

The Cetacea, which is the Order 
to Which whales and dolphins be- 
long, include the largest of all 
mammals. They are more thor- 
oughly aquatic than the seals. 
They obtain their livelihood in the 
and their entire structure 
fits them for traversing the waves. 

Although the whales closely re- 
semble fish, and are able to pass a 
considerable time below’ water, 
they possess no gills, but must 
breath atmospheric air as do other 
members of the mammal family. 

When one of these gigantic crea- 
tures rises to the surface of the 
sea, it makes huge respirations, 
called ‘“‘spoutings,’”’ in which a 
column of mixed water and vapor 
is ejected from the nostrils or 
blow-holes to a height of as mucn 
as twenty feet. The blow-holes are 
placed in. the upper part of the 
head so that it is necessary to 
have only this part of the body 
out of the water when breathing. 
in order that this animal may des- 
cend into the depths and remain 
there for a considerable time with- 
getting fresh supplies of air, 
it has a very large reservoir of 
blood which receives oxy- 
gen during the spoutings and is 
Kept in reserve for use by the four 
chambered heart. Of course, there 
is a large lung capacity also, and 
the whale draws on this supply of 
oxygen. When its reservoir is ex- 
must rise to the Ssur- 
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face or drown. The fore limbs look 


very much like fins of fish, but on 
close examination they are seen to 
have fingers or digits typically 
mammalian. These fins are not of 
much ‘help in progression. The 
whale moves by means of a hori- 
zontal and enormously powerful 
tail. The front limbs are used to 
preserve the balance of the huge 
mass, and the mother whale uses 
them as arms to clasp her off- 
spring. 

Usually there is just one young 
whale at birth. It is born alive 
and suckled like other young mam- 
mals; also it is immediately able to 
accompany its mother in her path 
through the waves. 

The skin of the whale is hair- 
less, and underneath is a large 
layer of fat, sometimes nearly two 
feet in thickness, elastic as india- 
rubber, and providing warmth and 
resistance to the enormous pres- 
sure of the water when the body 
is deeply submerged. It is saicl 
that whales can plunge to a depth 
of 4,000 or 5,000 feet where the 
pressure is about 200,000 tons. 
Here again is design. 

These whales are the most gi- 
gantiec animals in the world. The 
elephant and rhinoceros are “pig- 
mies in comparison. The Cachalot 
or Sperm whale often attains a 
length of sixty or seventy feet, 
while the common whale has been 
found more than 100 feet long, and 
weighing more than 250 tons. 

The spinal eolumn is like the 
trunk of a good sized tree, the in- 
dividual vertebrae being massive 
blocks. bound together by the 
toughest ligaments and cartilages. 
The main artery is a pipe large 
enough to hold easily a full grown 
man. 

The heart is a great engine of 
stupendous capacity and power 
throwing out gallons of blood at 
every pulsation. The mouth is 
large enough to engulf a boat with 
all its crew, its tongue like a vast 
feather bed where a half dozen 
men could lie. Its flattened tail as 
a massive plate of a hundred 
square feet of marvelous strength, 
able with one blow to dash to piec- 
es the stoutest boat. 

The Greenland whale, North- 
ern whale, or Right Wliaio, is an 
inhabitant of the Arctic Ocean. Its 
head is remarkably large; the jaws 
opening very far back, the mouth 
about sixteen feet in length, seven 
feet in width, and ten or twelve 
feet high. Into this cavernous 
opening a good sized boat might 
enter. 

The most curious feature of the 
mouth is the baleen, several hun- 
dred plates of which hang down 
from each side of the upper jaw. 
These strips vary in length ac- 
cording to position, but the largest 
are from ten to twelve feet long, 
nearly a foot wide at the base, and 
splitting at the extremity into a 
multitude of hairy-like’ fringes. 
The total weight of the baleen in 
a large whale is about a ton. 

When feeding, the animal drives 
along with mouth wide open, en- 
gulfing countless millions of tiny 
beings that swarm in the waters -- 
snrall shrimps, crabs, lobsters, mol- 
luses, etc. When the mouth is filled 
with this mass of living creatures, 
the tongue Weighing two tons, is 
raised, then the water © is 
strained out through the -baleen 
fringes, leaving a mass of food to 
travel down the gullet, which is 
so small that the largest whale in 
the world cannot swallow a good- 
sized herring. Can we resist the 
inference that this arrangement 
for feeding must have been plan- 
ned? 

In spite of its huge size and 
enormous bulk, this species of 
Whale is inoffensive and timid, ex- 
cept when roused by pain or the 
sight of its offspring in. danger, 
and will always flee the presence 
of man, 

The words of the Lord are per- 
fect, and all serve to extol His wis- 
dom and power and _ goodness, 
Even the huge frames of these 
leviathans of the ocean display 
the perfection of workmanship. 
Every, member and organ, every 
fibre of the muscles that wield 
their ponderous body, every vein 
and artery concerned in driving 
the vital fluid through the: im- 
mense bodies, and every nerve and 
tissue down to those that can be 
seen and examined only by the aid 
of a microscope; they are all fin- 
ished with a delicacy and perfec- 
tion that are inimitable and unsur- 
passed.

How clearly we see the hand of 
the Creator in His dealing with 
these monsters. He has given them 
affection for their young and for 
their kind, and they manifest a 
faithfulness to one another which 
often surpasses the love of hu- 
mans. 

They are faithful to the instine- 
tive laws which have been made 
for them, and to such a degree 
that humans could learn much 
from them of conjugal fidelity and 
parental love. Two whales, male 
and female, will remain faithful to 
one another throughout their lives, 
and show great delight as they 
play in. the water hoisting their 
bodies into the air, spouting and 
splashing in a great display of 
good nature, 

We join with the writer of 
Psalm 104 and say, in reverent 
praise: “O Jehovah, how manifold 
are thy works!

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Christians, Beware Of 
Faith-Wrecking Schools

Several years ago I was guest speaker on a Bible Con- 
ference program in one of the northern states, One of the 
speaker's of this bible Conference was a converted atheist. 
This man was reared in a Christian home. He went away to 
an educational institution to prepare for the ministry. This 
institution had been built with Christian money and was sup- 
posed to turn out preachers, but it made this man an atheist. 
The man graduated and became an anti-religious leader, 
lecturer, organizer, writer, and an active propagandist for 
the American Association for the Advancement of Atheism. 
He became an officer in the American branch of the Inter- 
national League of Militant Godless; editor, owner, and pub- 
lisher. of the Godless World Magazine and manager of the 


This man told me his atheism 
was no good when his wife died 
and sorrow came to his heart. He 
planned to commit suicide. Dark- 
ness filled his soul. At this time 
he was led to Jesus Christ by a 


minister of the Gospel and be- 
eame a lecturer and _ Gospel 
preacher. This gentleman, with 


whom I had delightful fellowship, 
said that the leading atheist in 
America went to a denominational 
college to prepare for the ministry 
and came out of college an atheist. 
I, personally, have met in America 
many young people who have been 
robbed of their faith in educa- 
tional institutions that were built 
with the satrificial gifts of Chris- 
tian people. These institutions have 
been stolen from the orthodox 
erowd by the subtle, satanic, un- 
dercover, destructive approach of 
the religious liberals. 


Beware of Any School Which 
Does Not Aggressively Prove 
Its Orthodoxy 

An institution is not necessarily 
Christian because it belongs to 
and is supported by some religious 
denomination. I have met more 
skeptics who: lost their faith in 
supposedly religious colleges than 
I have met from other types of in- 


stitutions. Leaders in the big de- 


nominations of America are urging 
the people to support their schools 
that have on them their own de- 
nominational tags when these 
leaders know that some of these 
schools have become liberal and 
they know that they have ceased 
to be orthodox, evangelical Chris- 
tian institutions. 

I have had a wide experience 
over a period of many years; and 
whenever there is a question about 
the orthodogy of a school, it is 
not orthodox. A Christian college 
or seminary should be so aggres- 
sively orthodox that there will be 
no question about where it stands. 
An institution that is not aggres- 
sively orthodox ceases to be ortho- 
dox. When a college is supposed 
to be Christian and is not, it is 
the most dangerous place in the 
world to educate boys and girls. 
Fathers and mothers. owe it. to 
their children to protect them 
from the atheism that is at work 
in many centers. Many of the 
well-known institutions in Amer- 
ica that are now known for their 
liberalism and modernism started 
out orthodox and evangelical and 
were built with the consecrated 
gifts of servants of God. The 
folks who have. stolen’ these 
schools will stand at the judgment 
bar of God charged with the mis- 
appropriation of funds and with 
the blood of souls on their hands. 


Atheism Now Actively 
Infiltrating Christian 
Circles 

There have always been atheists 
in the world. There were atheists 
in the day of David because he 
said, ““‘The fool hath said in his 
heart, There is no God.” However, 
jt is a significant fact that atheism 
Was never really an organized 
force in the world until 1917. In 
March of that year, a group of 
seventy men and women who call- 
ed themselves ‘““The Godless’ met 
in Petrograd, Russia. They or- 
ganized the first unit of what has 
become “The International League 
of Militant Godless.” The organi- 
zation has sometimes been known 
as “The World Atheist Union.” 
The purpose of the first conven- 
tion of this organization, according 
to my converted atheist friend, 
Was to organize and set in motion

There is no academic freedom 
in Russia, and there will be no 
academic freedom in this country 
if the liberal group takes over as 
they are trying to do. Bob Jones 
University, of which I am the 
founder and my son the president, 
stands without apology for the 
absolute authority of the Bible. for 
the deity of Jesus Christ, and it is 
against every effort to play down 
the lordship of tthe Lord Jesus 
Christ.

From the beginning D. L. Moody realized the need 
of a man of scholastic ability to run his infant 
Bible school. He found the man he was looking 
for in the person of Dr. Reuben Archer Torrey, a 
pastor in Minneapolis. A Yale graduate who had 
studied abroad, Dr. Torrey was already well 
known as an able Bible teacher and earnest mis- 
sion worker. His superintendency continued from 
1889 to 1901, when he resigned to undertake his 
world-circling mission of evangelistic preaching. 


Mr. Moody put the entire organization directly 
into the hands of Dr. Torrey, although retaining 


me 
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the title of president until his death. Dr. Torrey 
proved his fitness for the expanding task in every 
way. His thorough scholarship was joined to a 
strong and definite evangelism, and under his able 
direction the Institute laid the foundations on 
which the work of later years was accomplished. 
To him goes much of the credit for establishing 
the existing curriculum and practical Christian 
work program. He led the school in tremendous 
strides ...including a needed Extension Depart- 


ment in 1897, a Correspondence School in 1901, 
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ning School founded in 1903.

your remembrances, I am not at 
all dependent on this.” Then he 
stated the great text: “I have 
learned, in whatsoever state I am, 
therewith to be content.” 


The Greek word used by Paul 
which is here translated as ‘‘con- 
tent” means to be master of the 
situation, to be victor, to be con- 
queror of circumstances because 
of the inward sufficiency which 
was his. What he wrote to the 
Philippians was something like 
this: “I have learned in whatso- 
ever state I am, no matter what 
the circumstances are, to be mas- 
ter of the situation. I have learned 
to be victor. I have learned to 
be conqueror of circumstances.” 
These are the ideas that seem to 
be wrapped up in Paul’s state- 
ment. 


He was a chained prisoner, an 
old man, suffering in a dungeon. 
Part of the time he was cold. He 
wrote one of his comrades: ‘“‘I wish 
you would bring my cloak. Some- 
times I am cold in this prison; 
but I have learned, in whatsoever 
state I am, therein to be independ- 
ent of circumstances. I have Jearn- 
ed that.’ 


I. The Secret Must Be Learned 


To be contented in the sense 
that Paul meant is one of life’s 
greatest victories. Paul tells us 
how he got to be such a master 
when he said: “I have learned to 
be master of my circumstances.” 


Paul, then, had to learn it. You 
and I have to learn it. But, surely, 
it is a lesson supremely worth our 
learning. Discontent is a miserable 
spirit. How it must grieve God for 
men and women to go about mop- 
ing, miserable, discontented! How 
that spirit disfigures character! 
It even disfigures a human face. 
There are faces that would be 
handsome, and even beautiful, but 
for the fact that discontent reigns 
underneath, like some devouring 
cancer. And it hurts everybody 
else for us to go about moping 
and miserable and discontented! 
One discontented person in a fam- 
ily can upset the nerves of every- 
body in the house. One discontent- 
ed person in the army may impart 
the mischievous’ spirit to’ the 
whole army. One _ discontented 
person in the church of God can 
perceptibly lower the spiritual 
temperature of such spiritual fam- 
ily. The friends of God should put 
away from their minds and hearts 
the spirit of discontent. They 
should eschew it utterly. They 
ought to separate themselves from 
it. 

A Difficult Lesson 


But it will require much effort. 
Weeds naturally grow out there in 
the field. They are indigenous to 
the field. But if valuable crops or 
eracious flowers are to grow in the 
field, there must be cultivation; 
there effort must be put forth. 
Weeds will grow in the fields with- 
out any plowing or sowing, but 
great fields of cotton require pre- 
paration of the soil, fertilizing, 
frequent cultivation and much 
labor. Discontent is a noxious 
weed. It will grow anywhere. Just 
let it alone and it will grow. It is 
indigenous to our nature. We can 
be miserable, discontented, petul- 
ant, impatient, and all that, just 
naturally; but we are to set our- 
selves against that. 

Like Paul we, by practice, by 
application, by sustained effort, by 
going to school, are to learn the 
great lesson of being victor over 
our circumstances, no matter what 
they are. We are to learn it. The 
lessons of life most worth knowing 
must be learned. We do not wake 
up some morning suddenly possess- 
ed of a superb education. That re- 
quires protracted effort, intense 
application and concentration. We 
are to Jearn this lesson of. ade- 
quacy in difficulty even as Paul, 
in his old age, says he had learned 
it. 


Requires Patience in Submitting | 


to the Unavoidable 


We are to learn it by patiently 
submitting to the inevitable and 
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the unavoidable. Whenever we 
come to the inevitable and the un- 
avoidable in life, then we are to 
submit with the right kind of sub- 
mission and patience, Sooner or 
later in every human life there 
comes the inevitable, there comes 
the unavoidable, and we are to 
meet it, as Paul met it in the pa- 
tient spirit of Jesus. Paul was in 
jail, perhaps chained to another 
prisoner. He could not help himself. 
If he moped and worried and fret- 
ted and fumed, he would not do 
himself any good, and he would not 
do those prisoners any good. 
Therefore he sang, he dictated 
great letters to the churches, he 
preached to those prisoners and 
some of them were converted, be- 
cause of the example and _ the 
testimony of Paul. ‘He learned 
how to submit to the inevitable 
and the unavoidable, and to do it 
in the spirit of Christ. And this 
same Paul, in the third chapter of 
II Thessalonians prayed this pray- 
er for us: “The Lord direct your 
hearts into the patience which 
Christ had.’ 


Learn to Moderate Our Desires 


And then again, if we are to 
learn this great lesson and be mas- 
ter of our circumstances, what- 
ever they are, we must learn how 
to moderate our desires. Elsewhere 
Paul says: “Having food and rai- 
ment, let us be therewith con- 
tent.”’ Our desires are to be mod- 
erated. Many of us go fuming and 
fretting and worrying because our 
desires are abnormal and marked 
by selfishness. “‘Having food and 
raiment, Jet us be therewith con- 
tent,’ says this great workman 
and witness for God. And you and 
I are to heed the same lesson. We 
are to heed it increasingly in these 
cataclysmic times through .which 
we are passing. Having food and 
raiment, surely we can be content. 


A Victorious Spirit 


More than that, we can go out 
with a great, victorious spirit. 
When we see our young brothers 
and our sons going out to pour 
out their lives like water on the 
field of the world’s service, you 
and I, tarrying at home, can have 
the spirit of contentment, and of 
courage, and of song, and of. vic- 
torious faith that will bear us a- 
loft, no matter what comes. But 
if we are to have this spirit—-the 
spirit of mastery in all our clir- 
cumstances, the spirit of victory, 
no matter what our lot may be— 
if we are to have that, then we 
must give our lives to the highest 
things. Any man who does not give 


his life to the highest things— 
namely, Christ’s cause, Christ’s 
kingdom, Christ's program—-any 


man who drops below that, who 
fails to approximate that, shall 
have his heart torn to shreds with 
bitterness and disappointment. We 
are to put first things first. They 
are the things of the kingdom of 
Christ. Whatever comes to the 
world, the kingdom of Christ will 
emerge victoriously, the will of 
Christ will be regnant, and the 
cause of Christ will be standing 
out there like the great sun in the 
mid-heaven, whatever comes 
the world out of the tragedies— 
incomparable—through which the 
world is now passing. And you 
and I are to put first things first 
—Christ’s will first, religion first, 
God’s Book first, His church first, 
the kingdom of God and His right- 
eousness first. When we do that, 
whatever comes we. shall be 
masters of the circumstances that 
may arise. 


II. Contentment; Mastery of 
Circumstances Must Be 
Applied in Every 
Relation of Life 


Now this truth, dear friends, is 
to be applied in every position and 
relation of life. We are to learn 
how to be masters of our circum- 
stances in any and every relation 
of life, just what Paul said: “I 
have learned how to be victor 
over my circumstances. No mat- 
ter how black they are, nor how 
terribly they batter themselves 
upon me, I have learned how to 
be victor over my circumstances.” 
We are to learn the same lesson. 
We are to pay the price to learn 
it. We are to keep trying to learn 
‘t. We are to keep practicing at it. 
And then we are to apply that prin- 


\ciple in every position in human 


to 


life. We are to apply that principle. 
in the smallest and lowest and. 
most ordinary positions in human 
life, 


Apply This Principle to Every 


Discomfort 
Aiter you have had a sleepless 
night, learn how to apply this 


principle, and learn how to apply 
it as that sleepless night drags on, 
and you toss and groan, and wish 
that your eyes might be heavy, 
and that your consciousness might 
be lost sight of in dreamland. 
Sometimes the slightest ihing 
brings the sleepless night. It is 
the growling of the cat. It is *he 
barking of the dog. It is the noiso 
of the mouse. It is the crving of 


some baby. After awhile we are 
wide awake, and sleep is gone. Lc. 
us learn to be master of our cir- 
cumstances, even when they are 


like that. 

Have you ever read what Emer- 
son says about what to do whrnr. 
you have had a sleepless night? 
Now, you mark it. He charges your, 
by all the angels in Heaven ana 
earth, if you have had a sleepless 
night, when you get to the break- 
fast table not to empty it out on 
everybody at the table, for \ow. 
will lower the appetite of every- 
body at the table, and you wil’ 
send everybody away from the 
table to the day’s task lowered in 
power, if you tell at that time the 
awiul night vou have had, when 


it impossible for you to sleep. 

And then, when you have -read@ 
what Emerson says about that 
Sleepless night; turn to Sir Walter 
Scott's Journal, and read what 
Sir Walter Scott puts down in hi 
Journal: he had set it down as a. 
fixed principle in his life, if he had 
had a bad night’s sleep, or 2 ba& 
toothache, or a bad _ indigestion, 
or a bad anything else, when he 
got to the table the next moining 
and met his friends, he would sce 
to it, as a matter of conscience, 
that they should never known any- 
thing about it, so far as he was 
concerned. That is learning how 
to be master of our circumstances. 
Think of a man going to his daily 
task, doling out his headache, ana. 
his toothache, and his earache, 


and his every other ache, the mer ~ 


and women about him. Who cares? 
Who cares? Let him keep it. alk 
to himself, and be master of his 
circumstances, be master of his 
situation. 

Paul says: “I have learned how 
to do that. I have learned how to 
be self-sufficient. I can go hungry, 
hungry as the wild beast, and then 
I know how to eat when they 
bring food to me. I know how to 
be abased, and I know how to a- 
bound. I have learned how to keep 
on top of my circumstances.” 


Apply This Rule of Contentment 
to Accidents and Tragedies of 


Life 

Apply this principle in the daily 
task. Apply it in what are called. 
the accidents of life. Read Raiph. 
Connor’s book, Sky Pilot, and see 
how the girl Gwynn—impulsive 
and seifwilled, able to ride the 
horses on the prairies with the 
speed almost of the wind—met 
with an awiul accident, which crip-

Note her bit- 
terness, her petulance, her im-

See that minister, as he ex- 
plains to that restive girl how 
the great canyon in the mountains 
came. A mighty upheaval of na- 
ture was on and the awful canyon 
stood out, bald and bare and ex- 
posed. Then nature went about 
the task of putting the beautiful 
moss all over that gaping canyon, 
and presently the little flowers 
came out everywhere, and all that 
ugly canyon was carpeted with 
beautiful flowers. By this time the 
restive and aiilicted girl began to 
see the point: that the upheavals 
come, and the-trials come, and the 
surprises come, and the reverses 
come, and the over-turnings of over 
plans come, but if we will be sub- 
missive in the hands of the Great 
Potter, He will take the canyon 
and cover it with beautiful mosses, 
and then cover it with beautiful 
flowers, and in the place of 
ugliness He will bring beauty,

We are called to bring the best 
of what is called an accident. 
» L know a woman who has no 
arms, and yet nobody hears her 
complain. She has attained con- 
siderable distinction as. a portrait 
painter, painting with her feet. 
Nobody ever hears her complain 
4“t all. No arms, but she goes her 
way songful and victorious from 
morning to night. And you are 
thinking of a citizen in our midst 
who has no arms. Who ever heard 
him complain? Wherever he goes 
he is a challenge, he is an inspir- 
ation to us all, to hide our miser- 
able aches and pains, and to go on 
songful and victorious, whatever 
comes. We are to Jearn what to 
do with what are called the ac- 
cidents of life. We are to learn 
to be victorious in them and over 
them and in spite of them, just 
as Paul said he learned it. 


Contentment Means Victory in the 
Home Life 


Nor is that all. We are to apply 
this principle in home life, and it 
needs to be applied there. The old 
Spanish proverb is so true, which 
says: “There is no home that soon- 
er or later does not have its hush.” 
We are to learn how to apply this 
principle in home life. There is 
the hush, caused by this, or that, 
or the other. We are to learn how 
to be victorious in the home life. 
When the home has that hush we 
are to learn how to be victorious 
there. Sometimes it is an affliction 
that will not cease, sometimes it is 
a disappointment that will not 
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change. Sometimes it is this, some- 
times it is that, or the other. 
Paul said: “I have learned how 
to keep on top, no matter what 
the circumstances are. I have 
learned how. I am victor, I am 
master, I am conqueror, no matter 
what the circumstances are.’”’ Now, 
we are to learn to do that in home 
life. 

Surely, that is to be learned in 
married life. Oh, how often sepa- 
rations and disturbances and 
alienations come because the mind 
is not fully made up to make the 
best of it and to say: “I will go 
my way, saying not a word about 
it. I will make the best of this.” 
Read the story of Carlyle and his 
wife. He growled at her and she 
growled at him, and the world has 
the miserable story of their 
wretched unhappiness in home 
life. They should not have growled 
at all; neither of them should 
ever have spoken of it to anybody 
else. People ought to learn how, 
in that sacred relation—for better, 
for worse, for richer or poorer, till 
death do us part—to make the 
best of it all. Oh, that big ques- 
tion of marriage! When will par- 
ents be careful enough and when 
will young people be careful 
enough? And then, when that 
union is effected in the sight of 
God, calling upon His name to 
witness and His spirit to bless, the 
best is to be made of it until the 
day is done—the best! Learn how 
to make the best of it. 


Universally, “In Whatsoever State 
I Am, Therewith to Be Content.” 

And then this principle is to be 
applied universally. Universally we 
are to make the best of our 
circumstances: With all our limita- 
tions and trials and surprises and 
reverses, with all the unexpected- 
ness and bitterness of our disap- 
pointments, we are to learn how 
to make the best of it all. Oh, 
wretched thing, if a man turn 
cynic! Cynicism takes the wine 
out of human life, and in its place 
puts vinegar. A man is 1n an awful 
plight if he allows himself to 
tread. the road of the cynic one 
second. Whatever the burdens and 
battles and Black Fridays, what- 
eyer the disasters. and disturb- 
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wonderful, wonderful letters we 
get from former Bob Jones Uni- 
versity students and from their

lost to the promotion of institu- 
tion and causes.” “The young 
theologs have been preparing to 
redeem the world by becoming 
proficient in sociology.” This he 
says in an appeal for a return to 
heartfelt religion where emotions 
are stirred and individuals are won 
to Christ in a return to soul-win- 
ning effort. 

In discussing the curse of mod- 
ernism, he says he is not afraid 
of Russia, not afraid of China, but 
is desperately afraid of a “suave, 
affable, personable, scholarly man 
who claims to be the friend of 
Christ. He preaches in the pulpit; 
he teaches in the school; he writes 
learned books... (but) he attacks 
Christianity from within...He is 
the liberal, the modernist. . .”’ Cris- 
well says, “I am desperately afraid 
of him.” He sites the University of 
Chicago as an example of a great 
school started by Baptists to train 
soul-winning preachers, but was 
eaten up from corruption within 
until it has become a great liberal 
stronghold today. He mentions 


such men as Professor Nixon of 


Colgate-Rochester Divinity School, 
Ferm. of Wooster College, Enslin 
of Crozer, President McGiffert of 
Chicago ‘Theological Seminary, 
Pratt of Wiiliams, Coe of Union 
Seminary, Harry Emerson Fos- 
dick, Shailer Mathews, and many 
others who deny the inspiration of 
the Bible. the virgin birth of 
Christ, the need of the blood a- 
tonement, etc., and gives direct 
quotations from these fifth column- 
ists of Satan who have crept into 
one-time sound schools of theol- 
ogy. 

Concerning the authenticity of 
the Bible, Criswell reviews briefly 
the finding of many of our oldest 
texts and by comparing one with 
another proves conclusively the 
integrity of the Scriptures as we 
have them today. 

In a great chapter, ‘“‘Whose Is 
the Bible?” he completely routs 
the Catholic claim that ours is a 
Catholic Bible. And in a following 
chapter on “The Bones of Simon 
Peter” he “knocks into a cocked 
hat” the Catholic claim that Peter 
was the first pope. In fact, he 
proves very conclusively, in my 
judgment, that Simon Peter never 
did even visit Rome, ‘much less 
minister there. 

Criswell also boldly faces the 


ances and disappointments, a man 
is to refuse to allow the language 
of cynicism to enter into his lang- 
uage, provoking him to_ speak 
words uncharitable and severe and 
censorious. Life’s wine is- turned 
into poison when mixed with cyni- 
cism. Whatever the limitations, 
whatever the disasters, whatever 
the difficulties, whatever the bur- 
dens, whatever the circumstances, 
you are to learn how to be victor- 
ious in them all, and over them all. 

Read the life story of John Wes- 
ley, that great apostle for Jesus. If 
he had been alive when Jesus was 
here, I wonder if Jesus would not 
have chosen him as one of the 
twelve. Go and read his life and 
see how that man was pulled a- 
round by the hair of his head by 
his wife. And yet, in spite of all 
his domestic burdens, he went on 
preaching. I am not sure that you 
or I would have done that, but 
that is what we ought to have 
done. Oh, we are to learn how to 
be master, how to be victor, how 
to be conqueror. Whatever the cir- 
cumstances are, whatever the 
limitations, whatever the difficul- 
ties, whatever the battle, learn 
how to be self-sufficing, to be in- 
dependent, to be victorious—just 
what Paul said. 

Sometimes the trial -will come 
all unexpected, awful tidings will 
be announced. It so happens every 
week even in this fair city. Does 
the unexpected strike here or 
there or yonder? Because God 
lives and loves, and because He 
cares, and because our trust is in 
Him, and because He is our an- 
chorage, and because we believe 
on Him—whatever shall betide us 
we believe on Him—we are to be 
self-sufficient, and go on singing, 
until the day is done. Bunyan, in 
Bedford gaol, for twelve long 
years, put down his lessons and 
teachings into a book that next 
to the Bible sways the world. He 
learned what to do with his cir- 
cumstances. Now, you are to learn 
that. When ill health comes, when 
business reverses .come, when the 
disastrous surprise comes, you are 
to-get on your feet, and you are to 
be master of circumstances to the 
journey’s end.

How did Paul win his victory? 
He won through Christ. Several 
sentences later in this same chap- 
ter he says: “I can do all things 
through Christ, which strengthen- 
eth me. I can do it because of 
Christ.

He is my inspira- 
tion. He is my breath of life and 
power. I can do it because of 
Christ. I cannot do it in any other 
way.” 

I knew a man years ago who 
was a _ notorious swearer. His 
habits were notoriously vicious, 
but now he is an entirely changed 
man. I met him the other day and 
said: ‘““Tell me about it.” He said: 
“T had, you know, a devil of a 
temper, and my habits, as you 
know, would put the Devil to 
shame, they were so debased and 
bad.”’ But now he prays in public, 
and prays in his family, and his 
lips do not seem ever to have ut- 


tered one polluting word. I said: 


“Tell me, how did it all happen.” 
And he looked at me and said: 
“T can do all things’ through 
Christ, which strengtheneth me.’’ 
He can. He could. He did. He does. 


Our hope is not a philosophy. 
Our hope is not an ethic. Our hope 
is not a creed. Our hope is not a 
beautiful picture. Our hope is not 
an ideal. Our hope is in Christ. 
Jesus will help that little woman, 
with her big battle at home, to 
live like she ought to live, if she 
will lean on Him. He will ‘help 
that man, cursed with the demon 
of ambitian and envy, cursed with 
this demon or the other, and will 
send him down through the’ streets 
a victor, if he will lean on Christ. 

“IT can do it all because of 
Christ.”” Do you say that?) Won’t 
you say that, and cling to Christ 
and lean on Christ, and be master 
because -of Christ, and conqueror 
because of Christ? ‘‘More than 
conqueror,” He said, ‘‘you shall be, 
if you will put your whole case in 
My hands, and go right on doing 
My will.”

to have a plainness and a pun- 
gency, the kind of subjects, the 
kind of language, and the kind of 
illustrations that reach lost peo- 
ple. Yes, every time God raises up 
a Billy Sunday, some people criti- 
cize his antics, his baseball slang; 
but God doesn’t criticize anything 
that will reach the heart of a poor 
lost sinner and bring him to re- 
pent, turn him from his sin, and 
get him saved. 


Jesus was a friend of publicans 
and sinners. That got Him lots of 
criticism. “The Pharisees and 
scribes murmured, saying, This 
man receiveth sinners, and eateth 
with them.” 

You would think that Jesus 
really liked sinners! 


I was called one time to a fa- 
mous mission for a week of special 
services in various churches. The 
man who was at that time the di- 
rector of the mission said a thing 
that weighed on my heart. It 
seemed not right some way. This 
good man Said, “No, I don’t like 
it. I don’t like dealing with peo- 
ple whose clothes are not clean, 
people who smell bad. Their hair 
is uncombed, their faces unshaved 
—the bums and down-and-outs. I 
don't like dealing with them, but 
somebody has to do it. So let’s all 
support this mission... .” 


I said, “Some way I don’t feel 
that way about them. I would 
rather people would be clean, but 
I would rather talk to an old sin- 
ner with whiskey on his breath, a 
sinner who has lost his job and 
who had no money to get a hair- 
cut or a bath, and who was kicked 
out of his home—I would rather 
talk to him and get him saved 
than to talk to the nicest kind of 
a Christian in the world, if I 
couldn't do the Christian any 
good.” So I felt, “That attitude of 
the director must be wrong.” It 
Was wrong, and the mission work 
declined under him until finally 
they got somebody in there who 
really loved sinners. 


Now. we ought to love sinners as 
Jesus did. 

Jesus went home with Simon 
the Pharisee for dinner, and they 
served out in the patio, an open 
plaza, with a U-shaped oriental 
house around it. Out there they 
had reclined at. the tables on sofas, 
SO one could lie on one side and 
rest one arm, and eat. A woman 
came behind Jesus and wept over 
His feet; her tears washed the 
dusty feet of Jesus. Then she 
kissed His feet and, with her long 
hair, she wiped the tears from His 
feet. Simon the Pharisee said, 
“That man, if he were a prophet, 
would have known who and what 
manner of woman this is that 
toucheth him: for she is a sinner.” 

Jesus turned and said, “Simon, I 
have somewhat to say unto thee. 
Her sins, which are many, are for- 
given; for she loved much.” Jesus 
Was a friend. He was known as a 
friend of sinners. 

In the nineteenth chapter of 
Luke, it is recorded that Jesus 
Walked down the road, and there 
Was a man named Zacchaeus, a 
crooked tax-collector, despised by 
all the Jews. He was rich. That 
doesn’t satisfy the human heart. 
Zacchaeus wanted to see Jesus. He 
ran ahead—he was a little short 
guy. He was not a Mutt, but a 


‘weft! He climbed a tree and looked 
-#down so he could see Jesus as he 
“came by. Jesus stopped under the 
“tree and said, “Come down, Zac- 
Schaeus. I’m going home with you 
“today for dinner.” They all mur- 


mured and said, “Oh, Jesus has 
gone home with a crook! Jesus 
is going home with a man who is a 
sinner.” They murmered; but Je- 
Sus was a friend of sinners. 

So here in Luke 15:3-7, Jesus 


‘said, “I'll tell you a story.” He 


Said: | 
“What man of you, having an 
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hundred sheep, if he lose one of 
them, doth not leave the ninety 
and nine in the wilderness, and 
go after that which is lost, un- 
til he find it? And when he hath 
found it, he layeth it on his 
shoulders, rejoicing. And when 
he cometh home, he calleth to- 
gether his friends and neighbors, 
saying unto them, Rejoice with 
me; for I have found my sheep 
which was lost,’ 

So Jesus said, “Do you want to 
know why I deal with sinners and 
love sinners? “In heaven there is 
more joy in the presence of the 
angels of God over one sinner that 
repenteth, than over ninety and 
nine just persons which need no 
repentance.’ So Jesus said, “I 
want you to understand why I love 
sinners,” 

Now will you notice some facts 
about the Scripture here, facts for 
Saint and sinner alike. 


How Terrible It Is to Be Lost! 

First of all, it is bad to be lost. 
It is a terrible thing to be lost. You 
know, the word “‘lost”’ is one of the 
saddest of words. 


Years ago I got a little white 
curly-haired dog for my girls. They 
named the dog Pansy. The girls 
petted the little pup and liked it 
so much. She would get out and 
run away, and they would find her. 
One day she was out and gone. We 
had a little net wire fence about 
the backyard, but she got out and 
was gone. We put ads in the paper, 
but we never found Pansy. The 
girls mourned and mourned. Even 
a lost dog is a thing to be sad 
about. 

Then we lose other things. In 
the next parable Jesus. tells 
about a woman who. lost a 
coin. I know about aé- girl 
who lost the diamond out of 
an engagement ring. Oh, how she 
swept the whole house. She looked 
under the rug, she looked in every 
vase. Everywhere she looked, and 
sought, and tried to find the dia- 
mond. It is a sad thing to have 
anything lost. 

Sometimes we lose some mem- 
ber of the body, and that is always 
sad. Some years ago I lost a tooth. 
There was a filling, and then the 
tooth decayed under the filling. ] 
went to the dentist but he couldn't 
find the trouble. It wasn’t long un- 
til the tooth then had to be pulled 
out. I lost the tooth. 

I was thinking the other day 
about a man who came back from 
overseas who had lost an arm. He 
felt so badly. He was maimed and 
his wife was so grieved for him, 

I read the other day where an 
electric lineman was shot through 
with electricity and burned until 
his arms had to be amputated. 
Then he had to learn the whole 
business of making a living, and 
taking care of his work, and wait- 
ing on himself with those hooks in- 
stead of hands. It is an unspeak- 
able tragedy to lose a member of 
the body. 

How sad it is to lose an eye, or 
to lose an arm, or to lose a leg. 
But how much worse it is when 
somebody loses his reputation. You 
know, it is a sad thing when a man 
has gone astray. A man has done 
right, then he loses out, loses his 
reputation. 

I read the other day how a 
great man who wrote famous 
books was arrested the other day 
for defaulting on income tax? Now 
it is published around the world 
about this Christian leader, of 
another country, a man _ who 
preached recently on a national 
radio and preached that we must 
come back to the Bible—now it 
has caught up with him that he 
didn’t pay his income taxes, He is 
published everywhere as a tax- 
dodger and will perhaps go to jail. 

You know, it is a sad thing when 
a good man loses out, falls into sin, 
and loses his reputation. That is a 
sad thing. 

How sad it is when a woman 
loses her reputation, and worse 
still, when a girl loses her virgin- 
ity. How sad beyond any way of 
the world to weigh it, when a girl 
who is a virgin, pure and_ good, 
steps aside. She can’t any more 
come to some man who loves her 
and who believes in her, and takes 
her as his bride, just the same as 
if she had always been a pure, 
sweet girl. She has sinned. She is 
not now fit to marry a man who is 
good and clean, It is a terrible 


, thing for one to lose virginity. 


But there is not anything in the 
world you. can lose so important as 
to lose your poor soul. 


I think we had better stop and 
think a little bit about what it 
means for*a soul to be lost. 


Dr. Bob Shuler told how when 
he was pastor in Virginia, away in 
the night one night he was called 
to go down to the red-light dis- 
trict. A harlot girl was dying. So 
this man got the superintendent of 
his Sunday School, an old Metho- 
dist man, one who had been a 
Christian many years, to go along 
with him so there wouldn't be 
any criticism of the preacher, so 
that there would be somebody to 
see that everything was all right. 
They went down to a place where 
there was drinking, ribald laugh- 
ter, dirty songs. Through the Sa- 
loon and upstairs they went. There 
he was led to a room where the 
girl lay dying, a poor, shabby girl 
who had lived in sin and now was 
reaping the wages of sin. He came 
to talk to her about her soul. She 
needed a Saviour and this :dear 
brother, Dr. Bob Shuler, told her 
about the Saviour and had prayer 
with her. 

Then they started to leave. It 
was now one or two o'clock in the 
morning. Yonder staggered down 
the street a white woman anda 
Negro man, both of them drunk, 
arms around each other, singing 
and laughing. Dr. Shuler said he 
never realized what Hell would be 
like so much as then. He suddenly 
remembered that this man with 
him had a granddaughter, fifteen 
years old, and she played the or- 
gan in church every Sunday, and 
yet she was not saved. He stopped 
on the sidewalk there at nearly 
two o'clock in the morning and 
faced this Methodist layman, mem- 
ber of his church, and he Said, 
“What do you think about all this 
drunkenness, this adultery, all this 
licentiousness, all this blasphemy, 
all’ this wickedness?” 


The man said, “I hate it. It 
makes me tremble. 1 want to go 
home and take a bath.” 

Dr. Bob Shuler answered, “And 
to think that your granddaughter, 
if she dies tonight, will be in a Hell 
full of this kind of people and this 
kind of outrageous sin!” 


The man turned, and Dr. Shuler 
said, “I thought he would hit me 
in the face.” Then white-faced, he 
turned and didn’t say a word, and 
they went home. But Dr. Shuler 
said that next Sunday that grand- 
father came with this fifteen-year- 
old girl, and she came to take 
Christ as Saviour. 

Did you know, it is a terrible 
thing to be lost. It is a terrible 
thing to be lost! 

The lost sheep represents boys 
and girls. I know mothers and fa- 
thers who have unsaved children, 
yet they go on week in and week 
out, and they talk about every- 
thing else, but never one word 
about getting anybody saved. We 
ought to realize people are lost. 

In Shamrock, Texas, where |] 
was pastor of the First Baptist 
Church some years ago, there was 
a little girl who came to our house. 
They lived just across the corner a 
ways from us. She came to our 
church. She sang with Oleta Bry- 
an. She had a beautiful voice and 
we called her “Goldie.” She was 
a beautiful blonde girl fourteen 
years old, but she would appear 
to be sixteen. One day she was at 
our house and I talked with her 
about the Lord, and found when 


wife, “I’m going over to see the 
family. The Methodist pastor 
wouldn’t mind. He knows she was 
a dear friend. She was often in the 
home.” 

So I called on the home, and a 
married sister met me at the door. 
She was as if she were in a trance. 
She let me into the room, then she 
turned. There lay the body of 


state in the home. The older sister, 
as if in a trance, went up to Gold- 
ie’s body and stood there, patted 
her face, and said, “Speak to me, 
Goldie.” She then turned to me 
and said, “She won’t talk to me! 
She won’t speak to me!” She pat- 
ted the face again and said, ‘‘Gold- 
jie, you won't speak to me!” She 
said, “Her face is so cold. Her 
face is so cold!” I went on into a 
bedroom where the mother of the 
girl was. The mother lay on the

Winning the Lost More Im- 
portant Than Helping 
Christians 

Now I want you: to notice the 
second point here. It is not only 
a terrible thing to be lost, but it is 
so terrible for anybody to be lost, 
that one ought to leave all the 
saved people pretty well alone, and 
go after the one that is lost. That 
is What the Saviour said. 

Somebody said, “Oh, Jesus, why 
don't you stay with us Pharisees? 
We would like to talk about the 
law of Moses. Why don’t you 
stay here?” The Pharisees believ- 
ed the Bible. They were good clean 
people. They wouldn't have gone to 
a picture show. They wouldn't 
have smoked a cigarette for any- 
thing! No. sir, these Pharisees 
wouldn't. And they would go to all 
the summer conferences, the Bible 
conferences, and take notes, and 
the Pharisees would have the sig- 
natures of all the leading Bible 
teachers in their Bibles!

the army happy. That’s what we 
have the army for.” 

“Well,” I would say, “Let’s let 
them all go home and plow corn 
then, or do something else. What 
is the use of having an army if all 
the army is thinking about is tak- 
ing care of the army?” That would 
be silly. We want the army to do 
something about the rest of us, 
don’t we? Is that right? Why 
would we put them on pay and 
take care of them and have the 
enormous expense and all the pre- 


paration and the dislocation of so- 
ciety just to have an army to take 
care of itself? That’s a silly busi- 
ness, isn’t it? That is no sillier 
than to have a church just looking 
after itself, and the pastor just 
looking after church. members. 

I have a deep pity in my heart 
for preachers. God bless’ the 
preachers. There’s not anybody in 
the world who has a whip over 
him like preachers have over them. 
Everybody wants the preacher to 
come tie up his sore toe. Every- 
body wants him to come kiss his 
baby. Everybody wants him to 
come and reunite this estranged 
couple, and comfort each one in his 
sorrow. Almost nobody wants a 
preacher to do the ene thing God 
called him to do—to preach the 
Gospel and keep people out of 
Hell! 


‘I was pastor in Dallas. Thev 
loved me. I was not a good pastor 
by their standards, or by human 
standards, but they loved me. And 
the church grew from nothing 
when we organized out of an open- 
air revival into 1,400 members. We 
built a great tabernacle. And the 
people so loved me, that they gave 
me a car. They gave me a nice new 
four-door Chevrolet sedan. Then 
a committee called on me and said, 
“Brother Rice, we love you.” They 


said, “We think you're the. best|is to get lost people saved, and 
preacher we ever heard,” and all| the other is to get saved people to 


that. ‘“‘Now listen,” they said, “‘you 
use this car in town. Don’t gad all 
over the country holding revivals 
in Chicago and Waterloo, and Ok- 
jahoma City like you have been 
doing. You stay here. We want 
you. When some of us get sick, 
nobody can comfort us like you. 
And when we have problems and 
burdens, we want to come to you. 
We want you to eat chicken din- 
ners With us. We want you to 
share our burdens and sorrows. 
We want you when we've got a 
boy or girl getting married. We 
don't want to have to call in some- 
body else. And we want you for 
all the funerals. Now don’t be gad- 
cing over the country. We want a 
good pastor.” 

~ I said, “If you want that kind of 
a pastor, well you get one. The 
‘avorld is full of that kind. God 
‘called me to win souls, and I’m 
going to do it.” 

The last year I was pastor in 
‘that church in Dallas, I was out 
of the pulpit eighteen Sundays out 
of the year, and more than half of 


the. weeks of the year I was out in 
revival services, and still we bap- 


tized nearly 300 converts in our 
own church, The church grew, and 


‘to have 


the people grew. Listen, preachers 
are not just your servants to trot 
around after you! Why should a 
preacher spend all his time keep- 
ing down the war in the choir and 
dehorning long-horn deacons, and 
making peace, and putting a little 
salve on Sister So-and So who got 
her feelings hurt? Preachers are 
called for something better than 
that. A preacher isn’t a lackey, 
an errand boy for the people. A 
preacher is a prophet of God to 
lead the people in soul winning, to 
keep people out of Hell. 

We ought to get the idea that 
Jesus had. Everywhere good fun- 
damental churches make the con- 
cession that we will try to win 
souls on Sunday night. But if you 
don’t try to win souls Sunday 
morning, God won't be with you to 
win any on Sunday night. Did you 
know that? 


What if the army spent even 
half its time, even half of its ener- 
gy with keeping the army happy 
and keeping the army fed, and 
keeping the army clothed, and 
looking after the army, and keep- 
ing down any quarrels? No, the 
more you have of that, the less ef- 
ficlent army you will have. 


Now you make up your mind 
to this: the Great Commission has 
a very clear command about soul 
winning. The Great Commission 
has a word for Christian and lost 
people. Jesus said, ‘‘Go get people 
saved and make them disciples.” 
All right, then what? “Then you 
baptize them, get them lined up, 
and then teach them to observe 


everything I gave you in the 
Great Commission.” 
There are two things in the 


Great Commission. One is getting 
people saved, and the other is 
getting the saved people to win 
others. There are two things: one 


win the lost. Those two things 
are in the Great Commission. 
Those are the two things Jesus is 
concerned about. 

What about this shepherd Jesus 
mentioned? Do you think he ought 
left those ninety-nine 
sheep to go after one sheep? Yes 
sir! The one is lost! Listen! There 
is not anything in the world that 
can happen to saved people that 
is aS bad as what is certain to 
happen to a lost man if he isn’t 
saved. Did you know that? It is 
a wonderful thing to be saved. 
“All things work together for 


good...’ to these. Thank God, the. 


Devil can’t get them. Thank God, 
they have the Holy Spirit dwelling 
within. Thank God, they have the 
Word of God they can read. Thank 
God, they have had a change in 
heart, they are children of God. 
Their future is secure. The truth 
of the matter is: that the Devil 
can harrass and trouble and tempt 
a Christian, but he can’t get a 


Christian. ae 


Suppose today that everybody 
here had your shoes stolen, and 
that everybody here had to walk 
home through the snow bare- 


important as if you got one little 
boy saved today! 


Suppose that while you are all 


should catch on fire and burn up, 
and everything in them. That 
wouldn't be so bad. That wouldn’t 
be as bad as if one little girl died 
and went to Hell! It wouldn’t be 
as bad as one day’s suffering in 
Hell. Is that right or not? Is that 
right? It is terrible to be lost. 
So then if you had ninety-nine 
sheep safe, maybe two were rams. 
Now look here, shepherd, if you 
go off and leave these, maybe two 
old rams will get into a fight and 
butt each other! Let them butt. 
I’m going to go get the one that is 
lost. The wolves will get this other 
one if I don’t get him. Do you 
see that? 

There is not anything that can 
happen to Christians that is as 
bad as what happens to every poor 
sinner who dies without Jesus 
Christ. So leave the ninety and 
nine. Get your mind off these and 
get on the main thing. 


Somebody says, “But Brother 
Rice, we want to grow good Chris- 
tians.” How can you ever grow 
a good Christian, if you don’t 
teach him to do the one main 
thing? 


Soul Winning Is the Way to 
Make the Best Christians 
May I say another word. I men- 

tion again my pastorate in Dallas. 
You know, out of that church have 
come so many Christian workers. 
Out of that church have*come so 
many soul winners. Out of that 
church have come so many stu- 
dents in Christian colleges. And 
we took the down-and-outs. When 
we started that church, half the 
membership was on relief. Ah, 
they came—a lot of slum people. 
When they first came to Sunday 
School some faces weren’t clean 
and some clothes weren’t clean. 
But it is wonderful what God did 
with them. He_ saved _ people, 
cleaned them up, they got better 
jobs, they began to get good money, 
they began to tithe, then their 
children began to go off to col- 
lege. It is wonderful what the 
Gospel did there. 


Listen, I tell you that it was 
one of the proven factors—we 
made the best Christians that I 
ever saw in that church, and the 
way we did it was getting every- 
body to know that anybody who 
is any account as a Christian is 
a soul winner. You get people to 
win souls and you will solve the 
separation problem. You get people 
to win souls and you have solved 
the consecration problem. 

A man may have trouble quit- 
ting tobacco, but if he ever gets 
red-hot for souls, and if it is a 
chance of keeping a soul out of 
Hell or smoking a cigarette, bro- 
ther, you can get him then to 
leave the cigarette alone. And 
young people are all tempted by 
the movies. Well, you get people 
on fire to win souls, and see how 
precious beyond any human com- 
putation is a poor lost soul: get 
people working at that and they 
quit the moviés for soul winning. 

I'll tell you, to make good Chris- 
tians we’ must make them soul 
winners. The truth is, the best 
training and support and protec- 
tion that the other sheep can have 
is for all the sheep to get interest- 
ed in the lost sheep. So then go 
after the one. Leave the ninety- 
nine and go after that which is 
lost, in Jesus’ name, Christians. 

I am not against preaching to 
Christians, comforting Christians. 
The only sure permanent way to 
do that is to get them to win 
souls as Jesus commanded. 

Nobody has a right to be a Sun- 
day School teacher who doesn't 
say, ‘My business is to get some- 
body saved. We'll go get them in 
the class and get them saved and 
I’ll train these other boys and 
girls or men and women to go 
get sinners.’’ Nobody is fit to teach 
a Sunday School class who isn’t 
a soul winner, and who does not 
regard the class itself as an ob- 
ject of soul winning, and an op- 
portunity for soul winning and a 
group to help you win souls. So 
then, let’s do that. Let’s leave the 
ninety-nine in the wilderness and 
go after that which is lost until 
we find it. 

“Oh well,” somebody will say, 
“Brother Rice, there are some 
Christians being neglected.’ Let 
them: be neglected. Brother, when

We can't win any more souls then, 
and we'll go around and comfort 
Christians: then. That’s going to 
suit them. But you had better do 
now what Jesus said do. 


Keeping on After the Lost 
“Until He Find It” 


Wait a minute! Shall he “not 
leave the ninety and nine in the 
wilderness, and go after that which 
is lost, until he find it’? Notice 
these striking words. How are you 
going to win souls? Go after them 
till you find them. Just go after 
them until you find them. Just 
keep going until you get them 
saved. 

It is a shocking thing what little 
effort we make to get people 
saved, so what do we do? We put 
a little word in the paper and an- 
nounce services—Sunday School at 
such an hour, morning worship 
service at such an hour, evening 
service at such an hour; now we 
think we have done our part to 
keep the world out of Hell! Do 
you really believe that was all 
Jesus meant in the Great Commis- 
sion? What do we do? We build 
a church house and if anybody 
wants to come and get saved, he 
can; if he doesn’t, why should we 
worry? Jesus was burdened and 
heartbroken over the lost; we 
ought to be burdened about it like- 
wise. 

My booklet, “What Must I Do 
to Be Saved?” has been distribut- 
ed in so many thousands and thou- 
sands of places. It is strange; the 
things that make it get results are 
the things that so many people 
don’t like. Many people say to me, 
“Oh, that is too big; they won't 
read that.’ These people want to 
give one little leaflet; they want 
it to be printed very cheaply— 
the kind that you can buy ten or 
fifteen for a penny! Now you 
think you have done all that needs 
to be done. You spend one-tenth 
of a cent on a sinner and think 
maybe that ought to keep him out 
of Hell. Well it won’t. It won't! 

People suggest I take the words 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
off the front page and put some 
picture instead, and so trap them 
into reading it! No,ctell people 
they are sinners. Tell them that 
Jesus died for them. Tell them 
how to. be saved; put in all the 
facts, put in the Scriptures, show 
them they are sinners—twenty- 
four pages of it. Show them how 
Jesus died. Show them that there 
is no other way. Show. what re- 
pentance is. Show what faith is. 
Tell them how they can accept 
Jesus. Put a decision form so they 
can claim Christ and tell them 
exactly how. We have had letters 
from over five thousand who 
wrote to say they found Christ 
through our English edition. 

Sometimes it takes a whole 
book, sometimes it takes a lot of 
others, but in Jesus’ name remem- 
ber, the short, easy way will not 
get anybody saved. You go down 
the street and yonder is a lost 
man. You hit him on the. back 
and say, “Jesus saves,’ then go 
on your way. Do you think that 
will get him saved? It takes more 
than this cheap, easy way. No, go 
after that which is lost until you 
find it, 

On the ranch or stock farm in 
West Texas, we. raised fine- 
blooded horses; we also raised 
mules. One winter we took forty- 
four mule colts to wean, took them 
away from the mares, their moth- 
ers. We wanted to put the mares 
out in the big ranch pasture, so 
we put the mules in the home 
farm pasture of one hundred acres 
or so where we could look after 
them and bring them to the house 
and feed them every day. One cold 
January day I went down to drive 
these mule colts to the house to 
feed them. I waved my hat and 
scared them to get them on to- 
ward the house. One or two of 
them, instead of going across the 
creek down below on the dam, 
went up where there was about 
two feet deep of mud in the creek, 
under a foot or two of water. A 
little thin mule colt jumped into 
that and bogged down. He pulled 
and tugged and tried to get across; 
finally he just worked until he 
was worn out and gave up. When 
that mule colt finally went down, 
and when his long ears went under 
the water, I jumped in, clothes and 
all, got him straightened up, got 
his head out, shook the water out 
of his ears, and I got him so he 
could get up. mis |

know the difference, but a caw 
gets up back-end first, but a horse 
or mule gets up front-end first. 
If you were going to help one up, 
you might get the wrong end up 
first! But since a mule and I have 
a lot in common, I knew to put his 
front feet out in front of him, and 
his hind feet under him! Then I 
got behind, got hold of his tail, 
and lifted and shoved, and lifted 
and shoved. Finally the young 
mule struggled to his feet. With 
me pushing and with him pulling 
to get his feet out of the mud, 
he finally got out. He was muddy 
all over, and I was muddy all over, 
and wet through. It was in Jan- 
uary and the clothes were nearly 
freezing on me—I had nearly a 
mile to go te the house. But I 
had saved a $50 mule colt! 


With shame, I have thought a- 
bout it many times, that there 
are multitudes of lost sinners 
whom I have met and didn’t use 
that much effort to keep them out 
of Hell. 

Go after that 
until. you find it! 

A dear friend of mine is Fred 
Hawkins, of the Hawkins Feed 
Mills in Springfield, Missouri. In 
November Mrs. Rice and I went to 
Brownsville, Texas, at his expense, 
for some days of vacation. They 
have a winter home there. In the 
ten days, I preached seventeen 
times; but I started to say this. 
Do you know how he got saved? 
He was a_ forty-seven-year old, 
wicked old whisky-drinking, cus- 
sing Baptist who had never been 
converted. Do you know how he 
got saved? He runs the feed mill. 
One customer came to buy feed 
from him every day. This man had 
a big dairy farm. Do you know 
what he did? He wouldn’t buy a 
Whole truckload of feed for his 
cattle for a week or so. No, he 
came to the mill every day but 
Sunday. On Saturday he would get 
enough for two days; other days 
he came back every day. And 
every day he talked to Fred about 
the Lord. He brought his Bible. 
Every day in the three months 
he brought his Bible, except one 
day when he forgot it; then he 
went downtown and bought a 
Testament, brought it back, 
showed some Scriptures to Fred, 
then gave it to this sinner. 


He kept this up for three 
months, every day. Fred would get 
so mad at the man, but the dairy 
man bought so much feed for his 
big dairy farm that he had to be 
nice to him. A fellow who had 
spent thousands of dollars with 
you-——you have to be nice to him, 
if you are a businessman. Every 
day the man came to talk to him 
about the Lord, he would say, 
“Fred, what you need is a new 
heart.” 

“No,” Fred said, “I’ve tried it; 
I can’t live right.’’ 

He said, “What you need is not 
to try it, but you need to let 
Jesus in.” Then he would show 
him some more Scriptures. After 
three months of this Fred Haw- 
kins got so miserable he couldn’t 
Sleep and he couldn’t have any 
peace of mind. One morning early, 
at 5 o’clock, he went down to the 
mill, Afraid somebody would see 
him up there at 5 o’clock in the 
morning, he went down into the 
basement by the big engine, On 
the concrete floor there he knelt 
down and said, “Lord I am not’ 
going to promise You anything. I 
won’t promise You I won’t drink. 
I promised my wife that, and 
every time I broke my promise. I 
won't promise You I won’t cuss. I 
have embarrassed my wife and all 
my friends. I have cussed before 
ladies and everybody else. And I 
won't promise You I won't drink, 
I won’t cuss—I won’t promise You 
anything. But my friend keeps 
saying that You give people a new 
heart. And if You have a new 
heart for me, I sure need one.” 
And the Lord gave him a new 
heart. 


This happened years ago. Now 
he has won at least five hundred 
men, mostly gray-headed men, big 
businessmen, heads of families. He 
wins lots of them. He talks to 
thousands of them. Every letter 
I get from him, he tells about 
somebody else who got’saved. Fred 
Hawkins got saved because one 
farmer just wouldn’t = give up. 
Every day he would go down there 
and buy feed and take his Bible 
and talk to Fred Hawkins about 
his soul. |

How the Poor Lost Sheep 
Gets Home 


But wait, there is more to the 
Story. Here is a strange and lovely 
picture about the poor lost sheep. 
Listen, did you know that today if 
you are not saved, you are lost? 
Boy or girl, man or woman, you 
are like a sheep. Jesus said you 
are like a sheep. That is not much 
of a compliment. I am from the 
cattle country, down in West 
Texas. There if you called a fellow 
a big Hereford steer, that wouldn’t 
insult him too much. If you called 
‘him a mule, he wouldn’t particu- 
larly like that. If you called him 
a horse, it wouldn't be so bad. But 
to call a fellow a dumb sheep! 
In the first place, the cattle people 
don’t like sheep, because sheep 
eat all the grass so short that the 
cattle can’t eat, so they starve to 
death. Then another thing, the 
Sheep get the ground smelling bad 
and a wild cow won’t even come 
to the water hole to drink. Then 
another thing about a sheep—you 
have to handle them on foot, and 
cowboys don’t like to walk. Cow- 
boys handle their cattle on horse- 
back. Then besides that, sheep are 
so dumb. 


Listen! Every poor sinner in the 
world is an awfully dumb thing. 
You are going to come like the 
prodigal boy and land in the hog- 
pen of sin. With your money gone, 
your friends gone, you say, “Back 
home the hired people have plenty 
and to spare, but I parish with 
hunger.” You are going to say, “I 
played the fool.’’? Do you know why 
anybody stays a sinner, unconvert- 
ed, unforgiven? I think he hasn't 
got his wits about him. Poor sin- 
ner, you are just not in your right 
mind. The Bible says about the 
prodigal son, “When he came to 
himself, he said, I will arise and 
go to my father.” If he had got- 
ten his senses about him before, 
he would have done that before. 
How foolish, how foolish it is for 
anybody to go away without God! 

Again, a sheep is defenseless. A 
sheep can’t defend himself. Any 
kind of a little old dog can kill 
a sheep. Did you know that? 
‘Sometimes even a fox can kill a 
sheep. Any wolf can kill sheep. O 
Sinner, but you are defenseless; 
you can’t save yourself. There is 
no chance for you except as you 
run to Jesus. If you let Jesus have 
your soul, He will save it. 

Let me tell you about this busi- 
ness of a sheep getting saved. You 


self. In the first place, a sheep 
is too dumb to get home. Then how 
is a man going to get a sheep 
home? Some people tell us this 
is the way the shepherd gets the 
sheep home. He comes and he 
takes that long hook and he wacks 
that sheep, and says, “You get for 
home. You are not worth more 
than two dollars and a half if I 
sold you. Here I am up all night 
and walking on rocky roads look- 
ing for you! I am out here in the 
mountain, and if you take one 
more side turn and get off on the 
wrong trail, I will let the wolves 
have you. I am going on home and 
leave you.” Some people would 
Suppose that the sheep got home 
by good works and could say, 
“Well sir, I held out faithful; I 
Stayed on the track.’ 

I hear people sometimes in prayer 
meetings talking silly like this. 
They say, “I want you to pray 
for me to hold out faithful.” How 
are you going to hold out faithful 
when you never started faithful? 
You would have to get faithful be- 
fore you held out faithful, would- 
n't you? 

Somebody said, ‘I am determin- 
ed to make Heaven my _ home.’ 
That is not the way people are 
saved, It takes more than deter- 
mination. It takes Jesus doing it, 
not your determination. Somebody 
says, “Hold on to God.” No, God 
is going to hold on to you. 


How did the shepherd save the 
sheep? He picked him up and put 
him on his shoulder. Oh, if the 
Sheep wiggled, he might have 
reached up and wrapped him with 
a stick and said, “Mind your 
business; I am carrying you home, 
but I will not put up with any 
monkeyshines.” But the shepherd 
carried the sheep home. That is 
an awfully good way to get to 
Heaven for a poor old sinner who 
can’t make it himself. Isn’t that 
a good way? So he carried the 
sheep on his shoulder. Oh, the 
grace of God! Not by works of 
righteousness lest any man should 
boast, but saved by God’s grace. 


Somebody says, “I don’t think 
I can make it.”’ No you can’t. But 
Jesus will make it for you if you 
turn yourself over to Him and let 
Him save you. 


The Joy in Soul Winning! 

And oh, the joy in Heaven! 

I was in .a Youth for Christ 
service in Rockford, Illinois, last 
night. The singer got up to lead 
the singing, and he did what sing- 
ers always do. He said, “All right, 
'you are singing ‘Every day with 
| Jesus,’ and ‘I’m so happy. . .” and, 
‘T serve a living Saviour’—-you sing 
that, but you look so down in the 
mouth. Why don’t you smile?” 
Singers, pastors, and evangelists 
always try to get Christians to 
smile end look happy. Brother, if 
you people go after enough sinners, 
and get them saved; if you have 
old sinners walking down. these 
aisles coming to Jesus Christ, you 
won’t have to tell people to smile. 
You get people to doing right 
about soul winning, then, brother, 
you have solyed the happiness 
problem with young people, old 
people, and all. 

Oh, in Jesus’ name, let us get 
people saved. There is more joy 
in the presence of the angels of 
God when one sinner repents. The 
Saviour gets the sheep and says, 
“Rejoice with me for I have found 
my sheep which was lost.” 


If a mother calls a pastor and 
says, “Pastor, this morning my 
little girl was saved,” then you 
have got happiness settled in the 
Christian life. 

I wonder who here has said, “i 
ought to get out and win some- 
body?” I wonder how many would 
say, “There is somebody that I 
have been interested in but I didn’t 
work at it, now I am going to set 
out to get them saved?” If you try, 
you can, 

A Christian woman said one 
time weeping in a prayer meeting, 
in Shamrock, Texas, where I was 
pastor, “Brother Rice, when I 
want things, I go after them. I was 
a poor orphan girl, and I wanted 
to go to college. I went over to 
Shawnee, Oklahoma, and walked 
from house to house and business 
house to business house, and I 
said, ‘Give me a job. I'll do any- 
thing. Come on, try me and see; 


waiting on tables. I’ll do anything 
if you will give me a chance.’ I got 
a job, worked my way through 
college, got my degree,” 

She came back home and want- 
ed a job in a department store and 
she got it. She didn’t say so, but I 
learned that she worked so hard 
they gave her a partnership in the 
store before anybody could hire 
her away.

An even better illustration of 
faith of the Devil may be 
“nd in the story of the two

the lake of Galilee. As they 
me rushing down out of the 
sserted hillside, crying and rav- 
they shouted out at Him, 
“What have we to do with thee, 
Jesus, thou Son of God? 
come to torment us before the 
time?” 
There is no question that they 
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accepted Him as the Son of God, 
who had authority over them, and 
whose word they must obey. They 


‘trembled before Him, awaiting His 

word of judgment. At His dis- 
gissal they fled, leaving the men 
.wliom they had possessed to re- 
‘guime their former sanity and well- 
®eing. These demons recognized 
¢hic Lord Jesus as the Son of God 
acd submitted to His sovereignty, 
yet one could not say that they 
experienced any benefits of a sav- 
#oe faith. It is possible for one 
thus to acknowledge Jesus as the 
Son of God, and still to have only 
the faith of the Devil. 


_ The Devil Believes in the 
’ Way of Salvation 
The Bible goes a further step 
khnd says that the Devil believes 
»the plan of salvation that Christ 


came to bring. An evangelistic 
<s Party, of which Paul, a great 
preacher was a member, Came 


to the old Roman colony of 
Piiilippi. As they walked down 
the main street of the city they 


were observed by a poor demon- 
wmossessed slave girl, whose clair- 
vovant abilities were used by 
Mc owners as a means of making 
money for them. Under the in- 
*@luence.of- the evil spirits within 
Bic she f followed the party of Paul, 
and kept crying to all who would 
‘hear, “These men are the servants 
of the most high God, who show 
us the way of salvation” (Acts 16: 
¥7)}. Paul was annoyed by her con- 
gfant pursuit of him, and he was 
enmibarrassed that his work should 
be advertised by an evil source. 
Enstantly he commanded the de- 
@mions to leave her, and she was 
delivered. He did not deny the 
truta of her statement. 
Evidently the Devil does believe 
that the way of salvation is in the 
Gospel of Christ. He admits that 


men can be delivered from their 
sins through the forg iveness that 
Clivist offers, and that they can be 
made new creatures in C hrist. He 
colcedes that the message of the 


cross can lead men back to God. 
#)i some respects, the Devil has 
wore faith than readers of this 
ecrmon; for there will be some 
wlio will not believe in the way of 
alvation that Christ offers, nor 
will they acknowledge Him as the 
So of God, nor will they even 
madimit the existence of a God. 


What Does Faith Mean 
to the Devil? 

If the Devil agrees to the truth 
of the existence of a holy and a 
powerful God, if he believes that 
Jesus is the Son of God, and if he 
‘testifies to the reality of salvation 
through Christ, why doés not his 
éaith bring him to God? Is not this 
belief sufficient? 

Many are saying today that all 
we need to do is to believe in God 
or in Jesus to be saved. That 
sfatement is true, but it is only 
half true, because they do not tell 
accurately what belief really is. 
What effect does half-way faith 
®sve on the Devil? James Says, 
“The devils also believe and trem-

one’s spine. The Devil’s faith in 
the truths that have been stated 
does not afford peace, or joy, or 
hope because it is not the right 
quality of faith. He believes in 
truth, but it only frightens him. 

A good citizen believes in the 
laws of his land. He obeys them, 
counts on them for his protection, 
and appeals to them for redress 
when he is attacked or injured by 
some hostile person. A criminal 
may also believe in the laws of his 
land, but they are a constant ter- 
ror to him, for by them he stands 
condemned before the’ bar of 
justice, and he never knows when 
he may be apprehended and pun- 
ished in accord with their provi- 


sions. Both have faith in the laws, : 


but the faith of the good citizen 
is a saving faith with reference to 
his citizenship, while the faith of 
the criminal only increases his 
misery. 


The Faith of the Devil Has 
No Value 
The faith of the Devil is not 
wrong because the main facts on 
which it is founded are in error. 
As a matter of fact, the Devil 
knows the truth of God better 


‘| than most Christians do, and prob- 


ably believes it more fully than 
they do. He entertains no doubts 
whatever about the sovereignty of 
God, or about the deity of Christ, 
or about salvation from sin and 
death through the death of Christ 
upon the cross for us. The Devil 
is an accurate theologian, and he 
possesses a surer knowledge than 
men have concerning what is right 
and what is wrong. 

Nor is the faith of the Devil in- 
valid because it is only a loose 
Suppositions, opinions, 
and guesswork are never taken 
seriously enough to make anyone 
tremble. The demons are abso- 
lutely sure that the promises and 
warnings of God are _ infallible. 
They believe unquestioningly in 
His holiness, His truth, and His 
judgment. If they did not, they 
would ridicule His Word, not shud- 
der when He speaks. 

Some years ago a hoax was per- 
petrated over the radio that nearly 
had disastrous consequences; Some 
prankster announced apparently in 
good faith that visitors from Mars 
had landed on the east .coast, and 
that they were traveling through 
the country on a mission of butch- 
ery and destruction. So vivid and 


lifelike did he make the story that, 


many people abandoned their 
homes and took to the road in 
their automobiles in a mad rush 
to escape from the supposed dan- 
ger. Because they believed the an- 
nouncement was a fact, they were 
frightened out of their wits. 

The Devil knows that the 
righteousness of God’s character 
and the exercise of God’s justice 
are not a hoax. He knows that he 
and his craft are doomed to ever- 
lasting Hell, He Knows that the 
wages of sin are death to him as 
well as to all of Adam’s race. 
There is no guesswork in his be- 
lief; it is based on fact. 

Why, then, is the faith of the 
Devil ineffective? Why does it not 
bring him to salvation? For the 
same reason that a similar faith 
cannot bring Salvation to man— 
there is in it no heart response 
to the saviorhood of Christ. The’ 
Devil knows and believes all the 
facts, but his belief cannot save 
because it lacks the essential ele- 
ment of living obedience. 

Nowhere is there any indication 
that the Devil acknowledges truly 
the lordship of Christ. It is one 
thing to admit that Christ is 
sovereign of one’s destiny, and it 
is quite another to welcome Him 
as the ruler of one’s heart. It is 
possible to accept the fact that 
another is stronger than oneself, 
and at.the same time to rebel 
completely against that strength. 

The French resistance forces 
during the German occupation 
knew that open military attack 
against the Germans was impos- 
sible. The invaders held the upper 
hand, and safety lay only in out- 
ward conformity. The resistance 
of the French continued, however, 
because their hearts were never 
surrendered to their conquerors. 
In the same way men may with- 
hold their real allegiance from 
Christ and refuse to let Him take 
full command of their lives even 
while they profess to call Him 


“Lord.” As He said Himself, “Why 
call ye me Lord, Lord, and do not 
the things which I say?” (Luke 
6:46). Only when sinful hearts 
bow to His control, and only when 
sinful lives are abandoned to His 
transforming power can faith be 
called saving faith. 


There is no repentance in the 
faith of the Devil. When Peter 
preached at Pentecost, he called 
for an expression of saving faith 
in the Christ who had shed His 
blood for man’s sins and had risen 
from the grave to show that He 
had triumphed over death. The 
first word in his answer to the 
people who cried out, “What shall 
we do?” was “Repent”! (Acts 2: 
37,38). Repentance means a com- 
plete turning from old patterns 
of life and from former complexes 
of thought. Repentance means, as 
Sam Jones once said, “being sorry 
enough to quit.” Repentance 
Ameans a right-about-face toward 
God, an abrupt and full change 
from consenting to the ways of sin 
to acceptance of the standards of 
God. The Devil may recognize 
righteousness but he never seeks 
it. He may know that he is plung- 
ed in wickedness, but he still 
clings to it. “To him that know- 
eth to do good, and doeth it not, 
to him it is sin,” not faith. 

Last of all, the faith of the Devil 
has no efficacy because there is 
no love in it. The passage in James 
is really a quotation of the 
Jewish creed: 


“Hear, O Israel, The Lord our 
God is one Lord: and thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy might.” 
Deut. 6:4, 5 

“Thou believest that ‘God is 
one’? Thou doest well! The de- 
mons also ‘believe, and shud- 
der!” 


’ 


Notice that James does not say 
that the demons love God; they 
only shudder at the thought of His 
reality. A true faith does not 
shrink from God in frenzied terror 
of His judgments, as an unsuspect- 
ing traveler might recoil from a 
poisonous snake. On the contrary, 
the true believer casts himself con- 
fidently upon God’s mercy. He sees 
that God pronounced judgment up- 
on sin at the cross of Christ. By 
accepting the fact that his sins 
have been thus already judged, he 
need no longer fear a justice which 
has been legally satisfied. God’s 
gracious invitation to the sinner 
to receive forgiveness at the cross 
calls for an immediate personal 
response of love. “Herein is love, 
not that we love God, but that He 
loved us, and sent His Son to be 
the propitiation for our sins” (I 
John 4:10). 


Among the disciples of Jesus 
was one whose name is still a by- 
word for perfidy and betrayal, 
Judas Iscariot. The base deceit 
and conscienceless treachery that 
Stained his character were known 
to Jesus even before the act of 
betrayal. He Himself said of Judas, 
“Have not I chosen you twelve, 
and one of you is a devil?” (John 
6:70). 

Judas believed in Jesus enough 
to follow him, and to listen to His 
teaching. He acted as the treasur- 
er of the apostolic band, and he 
accompanied the inner circle of 
the twelve up to the point of the 
last supper together. He actually 
rose from the table where he ate 
; with Jesus in order to go to sell 
Him to the high priests. He did 
not, like Simon Peter, make great 
promises, and then openly and 
blatantly deny that he ever knew 
Jesus. Outwardly he seems to have 
been one of the most intelligent 
and able of the apostles. Nowhere 
in the Gospels, however, can one 
find that he ever showed the 
slightest love for Christ. Jesus 
may have been the ladder of 
Judas’ ambitions, but He was not 
the Lord of Judas’ decisions. Jesus 
was the source of expected bene- 
fits, but He was not the Saviour 
of Judas’ soul. Jesus was the ob- 
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ject of his admiration, but not the 
center of his affections. Judas be- 
lieved in the reality and power 
of Jesus, but Judas never loved 
Jesus. He is a perfect example 
of a man who possessed the faith 
of the Devil. 

The difference between a true 
faith and a false faith is evident 
at this point. Do we acknowledge 
the lordship of Christ in general, 
or do we acknowledge the lord- 
ship of Christ in our own lives? 
Have we bowed only reluctantly 
out of respect to God’s righteous- 
ness while we are “going about to 
establish a righteousness of our 
own,” or are we ready to call our 
own righteousness “filthy rags’’ 
and to put on “the righteousness 
which is through faith in Christ’? 
Have we called upon God in an 
attitude of true repentance as sin- 
ners who deserve judgment and 
who plead for mercy? Have we 
expressed our love, feeble though 
it may be. to the living Christ who 
loved us and gave Himself for us 
on the cross? Unless we have done 
so, our faith is no better than the 
faith of the Devil. 


The faith of-the Devil is not a 
Saving faith because it does not 
abandon self to God’s transform- 
ing power. It does not accept His 
verdict of condemnation of sin, 
nor does it appropriate His provi- 
sion of the righteousness of Christ 
to cover sin. The real test of faith 
is whether it can say, 


My faith looks up to tiee, 

Thou Lamb of Calvary, 
Savior divine. 

Now hear me while I pray, 

Take all my guilt away, 

O! let me from this day 
Be wholly thine. 

Examine your faith today to se@ 
whether it will stand this test, 
“Without faith it is impossible ta 
please God: for he that cometh ta 
God must believe that he is, and 
that he is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek him” (Heb, 
11:6). The faith of the Devil, 
though accurate in its main points, 
is not. sufficient. Faith is not an 
opinion, however well founded, nor 
even a conviction, however sine 
cerely held. It. is commitment to 
the person of Christ in whom as 
lone we trust for salvation, to 
whom alone we yield our wills, and 
to whom alone we give our deepe- 
est love. 


What kind of faith have you? It 
is not enough to have a vague 
general belief in God, nor even 
a perfunctory faith that is cast 
in an orthodox mold. Have you 
the assurance that your sin hag 
been forgiven? Is Christ real to 
you in daily fellowship? Is He the 
inward guide and commander of 
life? Humble yourself before Him, 
Confess your sin to Him. Receive 
with thanks His forgiveness. Come 
mit your life to Him, and you will 
not “believe and tremble,’ but 
“believe and rejoice.”
